And What Have You

The statement issued last Wed 
nesday morning by our local doctors 
came as quite a bombshell to most 
local citizens. This is natural since the 
thought of losing our hospital hits 
pretty close to all of us. 
After talking to a number of people 
it becomes obvious that the statement 
issued left a lot of questions unan­ 
swered or at least left a lot of people 
in doubt as to what the problem is. 
In the first place, the problem of the 
$84,500 claimed to have been overpaid 
by Medicare was not a question of 
fraud but one of accounting. It seems 
to us a little strange but Medicare will 
only pay cost for services performed. 
But then this is a typical government 
operation. 
The problem comes when you try to 
decide what is cost. In operating the 
hospital, the doctors claim one figure 
as cost and the Medicare auditors 
claim another. 
Apparently 
the 
Medicare auditors have the last word. 
Efforts are now being made to solve 
this problem with Medicare, but if 
these efforts fail, the big question is — 
where do we go from here. 
It appears to me that we are faced 
with three choices and none of them 
very good. 
The first would be to just let the 
hospital close. In our way of thinking 
this is the worse of the three because 
of two things. One, our people want 
and deserve medical service and 
without a hospital this 
is next to 
impossible. 
The 
other 
is 
the 
economical impact the closing would 
have on Hamlin. 
The second choice might be to find 
some other doctors who would come 
in and run the hospital under the 
present arrangement. But this choice 
is really more wishful thinking than 
anything else because doctors are 
just too hard to find. 
The third choice seems to be for­ 
ming a hospital district which would 
take over and run the hospital with 
the taxpayers underwriting any 
losses sustained in the operation of 
the hospital. 
When you get right down to it, this 
third choice is the only practical one if 
something is not worked out with 
Medicare so that 
the 
present 
arrangement can be continued. 
But even this choice is not without 
many problems. The biggest of these, 
at least at the present time, would 
seem to be the voters’ disfavor of 
voting themselves another tax. 
Most of the other problems are 
technical and it is likely that a good 
many conferences would have to be 
held with Medicare officials, other 
hospital officials, the local doctors 
and experts in the field of hospital 
districts. 
Like everyone else I have about had 
it up to here with taxes but in light of 
the economic impact the closing of 
the hospital would have on Hamlin, I 
would have to support such a tax if 
there seemed to be no other choice. 
I am convinced that in the long run 
this would be the cheapest way out 
from the standpoint of paying taxes. 
If the hospital were to close I am 
afraid that the loss of income to 
Hamlin, both from the standpoint of 
the local payroll and the number of 
people who come to Hamlin for 
medical attention and trade with the 
local merchants while here, would 
create an even more serious problem 
for us. 
Part of this loss would be reflected 
in the ability to pay the present city, 
county and school taxes. And for 
those left to pay these taxes it is quite 
possible that they might see their 
share coming to more than what a 
hospital district tax might be. 


Let us hope that the current crisis 
can be solved, but if it comes down to 
it, I hope you will think a long time 
■ before you let Hamlin be without a 
: hospital.

Needed for Sewer Bonds 


Mayor Hollis Madden said 
here Tuesday that the $150,000 
Sewer Bond Election called 
here Saturday, Oct. 9, will not 
require an increase in city 
taxes. He said that the recent 
increase in sewer rates will 
bring in enough revenue to pay 
off the bonds. 
The bond election has been

About $100,000 of the $150,000 
issue will be used for the city’s 
share of the cost of the new 
plant and for land purchases for 
the site.

And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


The statement issued last Wed 
nesday morning by our local doctors 
came as quite a bombshell to most 
local citizens. This is natural since the 
thought of losing our hospital hits 
pretty close to all of us. 
After talking to a number of people 
it becomes obvious that the statement 
issued left a lot of questions unan­ 
swered or at least left a lot of people 
in doubt as to what the problem is. 
In the first place, the problem of the 
$84,500 claimed to have been overpaid 
by Medicare was not a question of 
fraud but one of accounting. It seems 
to us a little strange but Medicare will 
only pay cost for services performed. 
But then this is a typical government 
operation. 
The problem comes when you try to 
decide what is cost. In operating the 
hospital, the doctors claim one figure 
as cost and the Medicare auditors 
claim another. 
Apparently 
the 
Medicare auditors have the last word. 
Efforts are now being made to solve 
this problem with Medicare, but if 
these efforts fail, the big question is — 
where do we go from here. 
It appears to me that we are faced 
with three choices and none of them 
very good. 
The first would be to just let the 
hospital close. In our way of thinking 
this is the worse of the three because 
of two things. One, our people want 
and deserve medical service and 
without a hospital this 
is next to 
impossible. 
The 
other 
is 
the 
economical impact the closing would 
have on Hamlin. 
The second choice might be to find 
some other doctors who would come 
in and run the hospital under the 
present arrangement. But this choice 
is really more wishful thinking than 
anything else because doctors are 
just too hard to find. 
The third choice seems to be for­ 
ming a hospital district which would 
take over and run the hospital with 
the taxpayers underw riting any 
losses sustained in the operation of 
the hospital. 
When you get right down to it, this 
third choice is the only practical one if 
something is not worked out with 
M edicare so 
that 
the 
present 
arrangement can be continued. 
But even this choice is not without 
many problems. The biggest of these, 
at least at the present time, would 
seem to be the voters’ disfavor of 
voting themselves another tax. 
Most of the other problems are 
technical and it is likely that a good 
many conferences would have to be 
held with Medicare officials, other 
hospital officials, the local doctors 
and experts in the field of hospital 
districts. 
Like everyone else I have about had 
it up to here with taxes but in light of 
the economic impact the closing of 
the hospital would have on Hamlin, I 
would have to support such a tax if 
there seemed to be no other choice. 
I am convinced that in the long run 
this would be the cheapest way out 
from the standpoint of paying taxes. 
If the hospital were to close I am 
afraid that the loss of income to 
Hamlin, both from the standpoint of 
the local payroll and the number of 
people who come to Hamlin for 
medical attention and trade with the 
local merchants while here, would 
create an even more serious problem 
for us. 
Part of this loss would be reflected 
in the ability to pay the present city, 
county and school taxes. And for 
those left to pay these taxes it is quite 
possible that they might see their 
share coming to more than what a 
hospital district tax might be. 


Let us hope that the current crisis 
can be solved, but if it comes down to 
it, I hope you will think a long time 
before you let Hamlin be without a 
hospital.
